very  intense  light  source  moved  through  the  camera's  field  of  view  in  li 
seconds.  The  intensity  of  the  light  source  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  it 
is  entirely  visible  when  within  eight  degrees  of  the  sun. 

b.  The  inforrcatlon  given  regarding  camera  tilt  is  verified  by  the  sun 
angle  at  the  stated  time  of  photography*  / 

c*  Image  motion  during  exposure  precludes  any  analysis  of  object 
configuration. 


c.  The  photography  and  exposure  data  give  no  clue  ac  to  size,  speed  or
